An awareness of what the past has 
given present day Idaho residents 
and preservation of documents and 
artifacts belonging to the state wni 
urged Thursday on Twin Falls Kl- 
wanlans by the director of the Idaho 
Historical Society.

One waa that drivers -whose licenses have been^us- 
pended or revoked be obliged to receive treatment 
at the University of Utah Mental Health Clinic, and 
prove they can be entrusted with the me of a motor 
rehlcle, berore their licenses are reinstated. 

Dr. Joseph P. Kesler. director of the state depart- 
ment of health, made this suggestion. He said study 
has proved accidents are not usually "accidental." 
and that tests and 'other means of detecting behavior 
patterns can predict with IS per cent accuracy thwe 
persons who will be Involved In traffic accidents. 

A second suggesUon In relation to license revoca- 
tion was made by Governor Clyde. It was that the 
state Impound a negligent driver's car at the 
Uma hli license Li revoked or suspended. This, he 
said, might be particularly effective In tht 'ea. 
juveniles driving without a license.

Let's get the tough enforcement first— preferably 
with a special enforcement unit attached to the 
driver license division— and then other steps to com- 
bat the reckless, accident-prone driver will be effec- 
tive—Salt Lake Tribune.
